Found a Snow Flea. 

“There has been vegetation down 
there, but there is now no plant life 
of any description, except if you look 
hard you may find a little moss. With¬ 
in 500 miles of the north pole there 
are 100 flowering plants. There is no 
vegetation at all within 750 miles of 
the south pole. Anything alive? Well, 
the only thing 1 discovered was the 
colomba. That, iu plain English, is a 
snow flea. It doesn't bite.” 

In answer to a question as to the 
ilifference iu the difficulties encoun¬ 
tered in expeditions to the arctic and 
antarctic the explorer said that the 
base of supplies was much nearer to 
the north pole than to the south, there 
was more animal and plant life, aud 
the climate was not so windy or so 
cold as it was going south. On the 
other hand, the disadvantages of go¬ 
ing to the north pole were that the 
traveling was much rougher over great 
hummocks of Ice, aud it was impos¬ 
sible to make any depot or pitch a tent 
on the ice. as it would float away. 

“On our expedition,” Sir Ernest went 
on to say, “we lost all signs of animal 
or plant life five miles after leaving 
the coast line. We were entirely cut 
off from the w r orld, and if our ship 
had been wrecked we should have nev¬ 
er got back, as no vessels penetrate 
those seas. The wind was a draw¬ 
back, as It blew with great force in 
our faces, carrying the fine ice drift 
with it. For three days we hud a 
wind of from fifty to seventy miles 
velocity an hour, and in gusts it attain¬ 
ed a speed of 130 miles. All we could 
do was to lie covered up iu our sleep¬ 
ing bags until the gale had moderated. 
To have exposed ourselves to the wind 
would have meant certain death. 

Marched 1,755 Miles. 

“The prevailing wind was south and 
southeast. The distance we traveled 
on foot as the crow flies was only 639 
miles, but with back marches aud re¬ 
lays we really covered 1,755 miles. 
Sometimes we marched six miles to 
make three forward and even more to 
avoid bad places, as It was hard work 
hauling our equipment. The Manchu¬ 
rian ponies were of great service to us.

During the 
comparatively brief period the 
city government has been organ¬ 
ized and its several departments 
brought into being. A code of 
laws has been adopted, a broad 
work, and doubtless crude in its 
first draft, but good in the main, 
and easily susceptible of amend¬ 
ment. 

The officers to be chosen on Mon¬ 
day next will become the regular 
permanent government of this 
'City. The installation of a sewer 
at a ,large cost in form of bonds, 
will be among the first requisites, 
to be immediately followed by 
street improvements of a perma¬ 
nent, and therefore costly charac¬ 
ter. All of this will devolve upon 
the Board of Trustees to be elected 
Monday. There are eight candb 
dates and five are to be elected. 

Every citizen should when he 
comes to cast his vote put aside all 
bias, all personal feeling, if he has 
any, and in making up his ballot 
for City Trustees bear in mind one 
consideration, viz: who of the 
eight candidates whose names are 
on the ballot are best fitted to 
give our home town a good govern¬ 
ment. Who of the eight are the 
most sensible, the most honest, 
the best business men to 
have charge of the expendi¬ 
ture of our taxes, and give 
us the the best results for the 
money entrusted to them. If every 
voter will do this, our city will 
have an honest and competent 
government, aud we will all be 
proud of the result.

With regard to the question of 
payment of two per cent interest 
on county funds deposited in 
banks, Mr. Chamberlain was gov¬ 
erned in his action as County 
Treasurer entirely by the advice 
of his personal attorney, and the 
advice of the District Attorney of 
San Mateo County. That question 
was settled by the action of the 
Grand Jury, which settlement it 
is understood will govern in the 
future, and which seems to be sat¬ 
isfactory to the great body of the 
people. 

Notwithstanding the fact that 
Mr. Chamberlain has been custo¬ 
dian of the public funds, of this 
county, at times amounting to 
half a million dollars, through all 
these years it was found that every 
dollar entrusted to him has been 
faithfully accounted for. 

This fact alone is sufficient rea¬ 
son for the retention in office of 
this faithful public servent, but 
there is another, and it is this: 
The Government of the United

Clergyman Offers Several Hun¬ 
dred Acres to a Cirorch, 


WANTS A SOilCQL FOUNDED. 


Rev. Dr. Oscar Hayv/ood of New York 
Has New Plan to Educate City 
Youngster.-, and Others In Agricul¬ 
tural Trades on a Farm In North 
Carolina. 

A gift of several hundred acres in 
North Carolina for the establishment 
and equipment of a settlement and a 
school of farming and allied trades,for 
boys was offered to his parish the oth¬ 
er night by the Rev. Dr. Oscar Hay¬ 
wood. pastor of the Baptist Church of 
the Covenant, in West Thirty-third 
street. New York city. Ilis plan is to 
take city born lads and boys of the 
landless classes of the south to the 
farm and to make practical farmers o 
them. Dr. Haywood announced his 
plan to his congregation at a musica 
service for the benefit of the special 
work for boys which is conducted by 
the church. In announcing Ills gift he 
said: 

“I offer to the people of New York 
city and my lifelong neighbors in 
North Carolina several hundred acres 
of land now cultivated as a cotton 
farm as the ground and a foundation 
on which to establish and equip a set¬ 
tlement and a school of farming and 
allied trades for boys, city born and 
from families of the landless class in 
the south. The farm is on the lower 
border of the middle Piedmont section 
of North Carolina. About one-fourth 
of it is open to cultivation, the rest be¬ 
ing carefully protected forest of all va¬ 
rieties of native trees. 

“The plan, which I am carefully 
working out and details of which will 
be printed when ready, is to incorpo¬ 
rate the best features of the schools in 
which useful kinds of knowledge are 
taught, with systematic farming chief¬ 
ly emphasized, the Idea being to re¬ 
store the free and independent life of 
the one time plantation boy. There 
will be a settlement of negro boys on 
the farm under the supervision of ne¬ 
groes.” 

Reasons For His Enterprise. 

One of the reasons which led him to 
suggest the enterprise, Dr. Haywood 
said, was the depletion of the farming 
population in North Carolina and other 
southern states. 

“The sweetest country in the world, 
originally rich in every propitious ele¬ 
ment of climate and soil, once thickly 
settled with well to do and thrifty 
farmers, has been deserted by the 
landowners and abandoned or turned 
over to negroes, who occupy the farms 
under lease or mortgage,” the preacher 
added. “When statements of the acre¬ 
age owned by negroes are published 
as an evidence of their wonderful 
progress, tables of statistics as to the 
mortgaged area should be printed also. 
At the best not more than 20 per cent 
of the land owned by negroes is free 
from mortgage. 

“A misplaced emphasis in current 
methods of education is misdirecting 
the energies of the world. The edu¬ 
cated man is lost in the country for 
all useful purposes. Boys do not re¬ 
turn to the farms when taken from 
them and put through college for the 
reason that the things they have learn¬ 
ed cannot be utilized in that environ¬ 
ment.” 

Dr. Haywood gave as another rea¬ 
son for his enterprise the impractical 
methods of agricultural schools. Most 
of them, he said, are found in or near 
cities. 

“A student graduated from a college 
of agriculture and put to work ou a 
farm where nature is ice and mud in 
winter and rocks in summer is a dis¬ 
illusioned idealist,” Dr. Haywood add¬ 
ed. “Ou that suburban garden plot 
called an experiment station, equipped 
with nickel plated implements, he 
plays a gentleman's game of farm¬ 
ing. With a shining steel share he 
turns up a cataract of pulverized soil 
without a problem of clod, clay or 
sand for solution, with just the proper 
chemical constituency to make pump¬ 
kins and potatoes for the state fuir 
and a reservoir hard by to which he 
may resort when the heavens are 
brass. 

i 

Would Begin With Young Boys. 

“The congested population of this 
city would find happy relief on the 
abandoned farms of the south, where 
the cost of living will turn to the prof¬ 
it of living. The mature life native 


cv ,ue city win not leave it; nence 
begin with the boys, taking them from 
six years to twelve, and let them grow 
up on the farm. They will never get 
over It. 

“There Is a growing demand every¬ 
where for trained, practical, skilled 
farm laborers and sui>erintendents. 
Never did the farm call so loudly as 
now. Thither science is turning with 
Irrigation, soil making, forestry and 
Improved implements and Its hand¬ 
maiden, art, with architecture and 
landscape gardening. The south will 
be the great center of agricultural de¬ 
velopment for the next quarter of a 
century.” 

The pastor said he had received as¬ 
surance that tlie enterprise would re¬ 
ceive support both in New York city 
and iii North Carolina. 


SHOPGIRL'S CHARITY. 

Chicago Young Woman Devoted Sav¬ 
ings to Easter Dinner For Prisoners. 

Julia Gleeson of Chicago, a shopgirl 
earning $12 a week, recently served an 
Easter dinner to sixty prisoners at the 
Harrison street police station in Chi¬ 
cago. paying for the food out of her 
savings. Miss Gleeson regularly sets 
aside 50 cents a week for such work, 
and she has become known among 
women prisoners in Chicago as the 
"angel of the station house.” 

For two weeks Miss Gleeson, helped 
by Miss Helen Anderson, another 
working girl, had worked after office 
hours preparing the details of the din¬ 
ner. A dozen policemen were placed 
at her disposal when the dinner was 
ready. After the dinner Miss Gleeson 
made a speech to the prisoners, ad¬ 
monishing them to avoid evil ways. 


Bottles of Rum In Five Foot Library. 

Miss Annie Higgins has a “five foot 
library” shelf in her lodging house in 
Tremout street, Boston, which was 
well filled with the works of standard 
authors until Policeman Mantell paid 
a visit to the house the other day. 
Mantell is n book loving man, and as 
be was leaving the house he took a 
volume of Dante’s “Inferno” from the 
shelf. When he pressed its sides in 
his eager clasp it opened up and dis¬ 
played a bottle of the best "red eye.” 
“Elizabeth and Her German Garden” 
brought forth a crop of “rock and rye.” 
"The History of Our Country” and 
“The People’s Home Physician” both 
contained liquid messages to the out¬ 
side world. Miss Higgins was arrest¬ 
ed and her beloved library taken to the 
station and booked as witnesses 
against her.

A Soldier Personates a Comrade 
to His Mother.

Among the young men who marched 
away to the Spanish-Amerlcan war 
was Elmer Wilkinson, a boy of eight¬ 
een. Ills mother was an invalid and 
gradually losing her eyesight. When 
she bade goodby to her young soldier 
son she said: 

“Dear boy, this is the last time I 
shall ever see you, even if you re¬ 
turn.” 

“Don’t talk that way, mother,” he 
replied. “Perhaps you’ll see me with 
a pair of straps on my shoulders.” 

But the soldier never returned. He 
lied in a hospital of a fever, leaving 
a message for his mother and sister 
with his capt.'iin, Wendell Clifford, to 
deliver when he should return to the 
United States. Wilkinson’s death oc¬ 
curred at the close of the war, and 
Clifford sailed north with his regi¬ 
ment only a week later. Therefore 
no news of Wilkinson’s death reached 
his home until it was brought by his 
captain. 

When one morning Dora Wilkinson 
received Captain Clifford’s card her 
first thought was to keep from her 
mother any bad news lie might bring 
from her brother. Mrs. Wilkinson at 
the time was on the verge of nervous 
prostration, and Dora dared not im¬ 
pose upon her any further strain. 
Entering the room where Clifford w r as 
waiting, she closed the door behind 
her, then in a low voice asked for 
news of her brother. The word she 
received was not altogether unexpect¬ 
ed, for she had been informed of his

illness, but it was nevertheless a great 
shock.
